GENERAL 


Fermi, Laura. Atoms in the family; my 
life with Enrico Fermi. Univ. of Chic., 
$4. November 1. 


A wife’s candid, and sometimes irreverent, 
portrait of the nuclear physicist under whose 
direction the first self-sustaining chain reac- 
tion was developed. After describing their 
courtship, marriage, and growing apprehen- 
sion in Mussolini’s Italy, she tells of their 
coming to the Americas on a lecture tour, 
their decision to remain, and of the outbreak 
of war, when her husband and other foreign 
scientists began work for the government. 
Most interesting and dramatic is her account 
of the Los Alamos project and the stunning 
impact on the scientists and their families 
of the news that the first atomic bomb had 
been dropped on Japan. Parts have appeared 
in periodicals. 


Finley, M. I. The world of Odysseus. Vi- 
king, $3. September. 


A scholarly yet easily read discussion for 
modern readers of the civilization for which 
the Greek poet Homer wrote the Iliad and 
the Odyssey. Discussing such literary aspects 
as Homer’s influence on world literature, and 
the roles of the bard and the hero in ancient 
Greece, the author also describes economic 
and sociological factors—what constituted 
wealth, the kinds and status of labor, the 
pre-eminence of individual over community 
responsibility—and the primitive nature of 
moral, ethical, and religious concepts. A bib- 
liographical essay and a list of reference 
sources give suggestions for further reading. 


Hawes, Elizabeth. It’s still spinach. Little, 
$3.95. October 6. 


In the 20 years since the publication of Fash- 
ion is spinach (Booxtist 34:296, Ap 15 38) 
there has been little change in the author’s 
forthright style or in her attitude toward the 
lunacies of civilized dress. She notes that 
wars, depressions, and the consequent changes 
in woman’s status have brought about some 
desirable modifications of feminine fashions, 
and deplores the conservatism that continues 
to dictate unesthetic, nonfunctional masculine 
clothing. The designer bludgeons her read- 


ers with frank, sometimes bawdy admonitions 
on studying their body structure, personality 
type, and the functions of each article of 
clothing and ornament. 


Horwich, Frances R. and Werrenrath, 
Reinald. Have fun with your children. 
Prentice-Hall, $2.95. September 20. 


Miss Frances of the well-known TV Ding 
Dong School has collaborated with the pro- 
ducer of her program on a book designed to 
help parents, burdened with the responsi- 
bilities of raising a family, have fun along 
the way. There are suggestions on family 
teamwork, the art of sharing, and relation- 
ships with friends and relatives, as well as 
many ideas on play, observance of special 
occasions and holidays, anticipating first ex- 
periences, learning to take responsibility, and 
enjoyment of literature, music, and other arts 
in the family circle. Busy parents will prob- 
ably welcome this calm and reassuring aid to 
the enjoyment of their children. 


Lang, Daniel. The man in the thick lead 
suit. Oxford, $3.50. September 9. 


These excellent profiles and accounts, the 
result of some outstanding reporting, origi- 
nally appeared in the New Yorker. They are 
warm, human, behind-the-scenes portraits of 
the men connected with atomic development 
and observations on their work. There are 
stories on Von Braun, a top German scientist 
brought to the U.S. by Army authorities, an 
analysis of flying saucer reports, a vivid pic- 
ture of an atomic bomb explosion at Yucca 
Flats, and a town’s reaction to atomic bombs 
in the backyard. 


Papashvily, George and Papashvily, Helen. 
Dogs and people. Lippincott, $3.95. Tenta- 
tive date October 20. 


Remarkable in its inclusiveness and variety, 
both wise and gay in its conclusions, and 
pleasing in its informal personal approach, 
this compendium of canine lore proves the 
Papashvilys students as well as lovers of 
man’s best friend. From the dog’s pre-domes- 
tication origins to the latest research on his 
psyche, from legends, superstitions, and ar- 
tistic representations of all ages to canine 
first aid and the eccentricities of their own 
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German shepherds, the authors range the field. 
Both practical subjects such as breeding, diet, 
and training, and intriguing ones like Berg’s 
founding of the S.P.C.A., tombstone inscrip- 
tions in dog cemeteries, or a dog’s-eye-view 
of man receive their animated elucidation. 
For all who share their interest in one com- 
_ denominator—dogs. Extensive bibliogra- 
phy. 


Sauerbruch, Ferdinand. Master surgeon; 
tr. by Fernand G. Renier and Anne Cliff. 
Crowell, $3.50. October 18. 


The autobiography of a distinguished German 
surgeon whose achievements in and out of 
medicine will entertain the general reader 
as well as members of his profession. Humble 
beginnings and lack of capital were small 
handicaps to a young man with an irre- 
pressible vitality and a knack of making 
friends; although he often scandalized his 
more orthodox colleagues, he had a way of 
making medical history that made critics eat 
their words, and attracted patients ranging 
from the penniless to a Rothschild, and from 
nobodies to kings, generals, and even Hitler. 
Summing up his life, the elderly surgeon 
reflects that his imminent appearance before 
the recording angel will find him unrepentant 
about his fondness for women and drink, but 
for once polite and meek. 


Webb, Cecil S. The odyssey of an animal 
collector. Longmans, $6.50. September. 


Reminiscences of a _ collector's expeditions 
through forests, jungles, and out-of-the-way 
places in both hemispheres in pursuit of rare 
specimens of birds, animals, and reptiles for 
private collections, pet departments, and 
zoos. The author, now superintendent of the 
Royal Zoological Society of Ireland, describes 
not only his adventures while collecting, but 
also the problems involved in caring for, feed- 
ing, and transporting his finds. The natural, 
easy style, delightful humor, and varied scope 
of this true adventure story recommend it 
to both nature lovers and readers interested 
in unusual careers. 


Wright, Richard. Black power; a record 
of reactions in a land of pathos. Harper, 
$4. September 22. 


A militant report on a trip the American 
Negro novelist made to the African Gold 
Coast in 1953, when the nationalist Conven- 
tion People’s party was riding into power. He 
came armed with many questions, but found 
few answers. Although he shared a common 
ancestry with the natives, they shut him out- 
side their rituals, and much remained a mys- 
tery. Yet he learned enough in city slum 
and jungle village to conclude that the native 
must become psychologically oriented to the 


twentieth century before he will be ready 
for industrial change. The reader of this sub- 
jective account learns as much about the 
author’s attitudes as he does about race rela- 
tions on the Gold Coast.

Ellis, William Donohue. Jonathan Blair: 
bounty lands lawyer. World, $4.95. Oc- 
tober 25. 


Jonathan Blair, the lawyer from the East 
who defended the settlers’ interests in The 
bounty lands (Booxuist 49:89, N 1 52) takes 
the lead in this sequel, risking his life and 
reputation to establish the Mesopotamia ter- 
ritory or a democratic and sound financial 
basis. As in the preceding volume, scenes of 
raw violence and frontier-style romance 
punctuate a narrative in which the traditions 
and institutions of the U.S. are viewed in the 
making, with men of vision and integrity 
sometimes winning, sometimes losing, and 
sometimes compromising in order to hand 
down hard-won rights and privileges to com- 
ing generations. 


Miller, Helen (Topping). No tears for 
Christmas. Longmans, $2.25. September. 


Christmas Eve of 1863 promised little cheer 
in Sarah Hunter’s home along the route of 
General Longstreet’s retreat before the Union 
troops. Her oldest son was dead; another, 
wounded, hid in the attic; the younger chil- 
dren hopefully speculated on the possibility 
of a small tree and a Christmas cake, while 
the Negro servants were showing signs of 
leaving. When Colonel Brownlow’s Yankee 
troops suddenly appeared with orders to take 
over the house for headquarters, Sarah 
touched the depths of bitter despair. How 
the spirit of Christmas came to this Ten- 
nessee home makes a gentle, poignant little 
story. 


Warner, Sylvia Townsend. The flint 
anchor, a novel. Viking, $3.75. September 
zi. 


The chronicle of a well-to-do English family 
in a coastal town is absorbing reading because 
of the varied and realistic characterizations 
and the detailing of early nineteenth-century 
background. Dominating the scene is John 
Barnard, successful businessman and tyrant 
in his home; only at the end of his life does 
John Barnard realize how much he has failed 
as a father and head of a house and why his 
wife resorted to genteel drinking and his 
children left home. The polished writing and 
wit of the author’s earlier work are again 
notable in this latest novel.

Modern psychotherapy, this book proclaims, 
is anything but a brand-new art, and is def- 
initely not confined to the medical profession; 
attempts at mental healing are as old as man- 
kind, and the approaches used have included 
magic, faith, rationalism, witchcraft, hypnosis, 
surgery and other physiological methods of 
treatment, mental hygiene, psychoanalysis, 
and innumerable current theories and meth- 
ods of psychotherapy. Objectively, and in a 
clear, interesting style, this sums up the his- 
tory of psychotherapy by presenting the cur- 
rents, movements, and individual figures in 
the long evolution of the art. The author 
states that this is a rethinking and a rewriting 
of his The mind of man (BooKtisT 33: 295, Je

The author, 
a newspaper and magazine writer, also de- 
scribes vocational guidance and aptitude test- 
ing techniques and services, together with 
their results in industry and the armed serv- 
ices, and emphasizes their importance as an 
aid to achieving a sense of satisfaction and 
fulfilment from one’s work. Practical and 
readable.

By way of preface the author asserts that the 
USS. has, in effect, evolved two new and pow- 
erful branches of government; i.e., adminis- 
trative agencies and the citizenry. To the 
latter he assigns the major share of the re- 
sponsibility for our mistakes and shortcom- 
ings as a democratic nation. Charging that we 
sell democracy short by our indifference in 
some areas and by our self-interest or flout- 
ing of human rights in other areas, he offers 
in evidence the voting record, attitudes in 
regard to the judicial process, taxes, public 
funds, military service, civil rights, and pres- 
sure groups, concluding with a discussion of 
the abuses U.S. citizens have made of their 
freedoms.

She is 
not a Freudian; she looks upon her dreams as 
short stories or tales, dredged up from the 
depths of her subconscious, travelers across 
the border into fantasy. In some she is an 
observer, in others a participant.

earlier retirement than did those engaged in 
skilled and prestige occupations.
